Project establishment staff; 

(iv) Fire Fighting vehicles ; 

(v) Ambulances. 

2. The vehicles officially belonging to the following shall be deemed to be vehicles having 
VIP symbols ; namely : 

(i) President of India ; 

(ii) Vice-President of India ; 

(iii) Central and State Ministers ; 

(iv) Leader of Opposition in Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha ; 

(v) Governors; 

(vi) State Legislators having status of Cabinet Ministers: 
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(vii) Executive Councillors; 

(viii) Speakers/Chairman of Central and State Legislatures ; 

(ix) Foreign Dignitaries on State visit to India; 

(x) Foreign Diplomats stationed in India using cars with CD symbols. 

3. The above mentioned rates shall be displayed on board/s erected in the vicinity of the 
bridge/approach roads. The said M/s. Narmada Infrastructure Construction Enterprise Ltd., or its authorised 
legal representative shall pass a receipt on each and every occasion of recovery of toll.
